$4,599 budget deficit. 

Gilbert J. Ward, Midland, finance 
chairman of the Paul Bunyan Coun- 
cil, Boy Scouts of America, gave 
members of the six-county Coun- 
cil's executive board the bad news 
Thursday evening at a dinner meet- 
“ing: an —Our__Saviour — I 
church. Gladwin, 

Ward puinted out that the Coun- 
cil had already trimmed their bud- 
get from its original figure of 
$66.465 to $65,750. — a figure ap- 
proved by the Midland Community 
Fund. 

Ward's report, however, showed 

that even with that cut back the 
Council's incame was not meeting 
the local Scouting program’s needs 
by more than $4,000. 
. Support from Midland, Oscoda- 
Wurtsmith Air Force Base and the 
Tawas Area community chest 
drives put” $87.737-in ‘thé Scout’s 
coffers. Solicitation in other areas 
has brough in another $9,012. 

Special gifts and pledges from 
interested individuals and organi- 
vations give them another $3,000. 

“We started out with a budget 
that contained no fat,’ Ward said,

In Crawford County, the average 
family has done better than that, 
according to the Standard Rate and 
Data Service.

The local gain compares favor- 
ably with that reported for most 
other parts of the United States, 
where it amounted to 40.1 percent 
in the ten-year period.
